Waldie Will Speak 
On Reagan Tax Plan 


Congressman Jerome “Gerry” 
Waldie, (D) Antioch, the first to 
announce his intentions to capture 
the Democratic Gubernatorial 
nomination, will be on the CSUS 
quad Monday. September 17, at 
9:30. 

In keeping with his promise to 
take his campaign to the people, 
Waldie took a 240 mile month long 
trek from the Mexican border to 
Panama City. What distinguishes 
Waldie’s walk is that his was a 
“listening campaign” in that he let 
the voters do the talking to tell him 
what issues are important to them 

“ Walkin’ Waildie'as some of his 
enthusiastic supports call him, has 
been outspoken on issues such as 
expanding higher education op- 
portunities, giving public em- 
ployees the right to collectively 
bargain, advocating “good” health 


care as a basic right to ali in- 
dividuals regardless of income, and 
in supporting the United Farm 
Worker’s in the jurisdictional fight 
with the nval Teamster’s Union 

Although other subjects may be 
covered, Waldies main topic for 
Mondays appearance will be “The 
Governor's Tax Limitation 
Who Benefits.” After his initial 
comments he will open the floor to 
casual discussion on important is- 
sues of interest to the students 

Waidie’s appearance on the 
CSUS campus is being sponsored 
by the Citizens for Waldie upon the 
invitation of Lynard Khan, As- 
sociated Student Body President 
Waidie is the first in a senes of 
gubernatorial candidates who will 
visit the campus as well as other 
speakers throughout the academic 
year.

Stiffer CSUS Parking Rules and Fines This Year 


of decals will begin on Tuesday, 
September 11, at the cashier's of- 
fice in the front lobby of the Ad- 
ministration Building. He said that 


The 1973-74 academic year 
brings lots more to CSUS than new 
students and a change of class 
schedules. With the aid of an inves- 
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tigation and recommendations 
from Ad Hoc Committee on Par- 
king headed by Vice President for 
the Administration, Darrell J 
Inabnit, approval by President 
Bond and tough enforcement by 
the campus security, CSUS will put 


into effect new and more com- 
prehensive parking regulations 
which should ultimately help to 
elleviate the problems of 
automobile over-population and 
parking abuses which have plagued 
our campus in the past. 


The amount of fines ahd the list 
of reasons for which one can be is- 
sued has drastically changed. In 
previous years, a fine of $2.00 was 
levied for just about all parking 
violations. This year one can 


receive a fine for as much as $25 if 
one should decide to “use” or “bor- 
row” a decal without payment of 
fees. Further, the fine for having no 
valid permit in view is now $5.00 
(after the first warning). 


$5.00 is the magic amount this 
year for a variety of violations, 
such as; use of coin lot without 
payment of fees, unauthorized use 
of a car poo! permit, taking up two 
parking spaces, not parking in the 
proper designated area, overtime 
in a loading zone or blocking gates 
or driveways. 


The old regular bailment of 
$2.00 is now given only for: not 
removing an outdated decal, hav- 
ing a decal improperly displayed, 
being parked overtime in the 


visitors lot (meter), or for leaving 
your car overnight without 
authorization. 


Sam _ Huston, acting Chief of 
Security at CSUS, said that fines of 
$10 will be levied for unauthorized 
parking in zones reserved for han- 
dicapped students and the 
unauthorized use of handicapped 
student permits. 


“The problem of stolen decals 
has become a serious one on all 
State university and college cam- 
puses,” Huston said. “Law en- 
forcement officers at California 
State University, Hayward, finally 
met the problem by instituting a 
$100 fine for the use of stolen per- 
mit in order to cut down the rash of 
thefts which they discovered there. 
Our fine here at CSUS is only $25, 
but we hope it will deter those per- 
sons who are going so far as to 
break a locked window in order to 
steal an unattached parking deca! 
off the automobile dashboard.” 


The university has also 
eliminated the sale of the alternate 
decal which had been issued in the 
past to persons who use more than 
one car to travel to the campus. A 
University Ad- Committee on 
Parking last spr. ig discovered that 


the use of alternate decals was be- 
ing greatly abused. It was found 
that some students would buy a 
principal decal and purchase an 
alternate decal and sel! it for as 
much as $7 to another student. 


Although University officials 
finally decided that the system of 
alternate decals would be 
cancelled, they did institute a pool 
decal for those students and faculty 
members who are driving to cam- 
pus in groups. This detachable 
plastic-incased decal can be shifted 
from car to car according to who is 
driving. The cost of the new decal is 
the regular $15 per semester plus $2 
for each additional car on which 
the car pool decal is to be used 


Another change in parking 
regulations on campus is the 
elimination of the perma-V permits 
which were formerly issued to per- 
sons who came on campus 
regularly and whose service to the 
university was without pay and was 
considered beneficial. Single use V- 
permits will be issued to invited 
visitors on campus. This may be ar- 
ranged in advance by the sponsor 
of the visitor or by the visitor 

unself at the Security Office, 

h is located in the Corporation 
Yard beyond the Student Health 
service 


According to Huston, the cam- 
pus has expanded the number of 
parking spaces available in a pair 
of coin lots on campus. One coin 
lot, which is located in front of the 
residence halls, wil! offer 350 


spaces which may be used 
throughout the day for a coin insert 
of 25¢. The other is located near 
Hornet Field on the south campus. 

Huston announced that the sale 


enforcement of the parking 
regulations will begin on the 17th, 
but that students and faculty 
members holding decals from iast 
semester will be given an additional 
week during which to buy a new 
Parking permit. 


Huston warned that although 
tickets to be issued by campus of- 
ficers for parking violations are the 
property and design of Campus 
Security, the fines will be collected 
by the Sacramento City traffic 
courts. This means the tickets can- 
not be reversed here on campus, 
but must be paid in the same 
fashion that any city parking 
violation fine is paid. The fines are 
uniform with city-county stan- 
dards. 

Chief Huston said that students 
who are seeking a handicapped 
student parking permit, but who 
do not have a visible handicap, will 
be required to bring a statement 
from their personal physician to 
the Campus Security Office for an 
authenticity check. This is a change 
in policy, since previously students 
were required only to havea signed 
statement from the CSUS Student 
Health Service to verify their han- 
dicap. ° 

Huston oointed out that 
students with valid parking permits 
will be permitted to park in all staff 
and faculty spaces daily after 5 
p.m. except for Lots A and B,

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President's Committee Studies 
the Status of Staff Women

In April, 1973 Dr. Bond an- 
nounced the President’s Com- 
mission to Study the Status of Staff 
Women. The Commission got off 
to an enthusiastic start with a 
general meeting of 200 staff 
women, who were addressed by 
Dr. Bond. Kathy Barry, Women’s 
Advocate, then discussed the pur- 
pose and possible results of the 
Commission with them. The Com- 
Mission settled down to the serious 
business of determining what can 
be done to improve the status. 
morale and general conditions for 
the staff at this University 

Meeting biweekly since its 
inception the Commission has 
concerned itself not only with the 
study of staff policies and 
Procedures, but has developed a 
special concern for the kinds of 
problems staff women have 
brought to the Commission in the 
form of individual and confidential 
testimony. It has been through this 
testimony that we have been able to 
identify some of the more subtle 
and yet pervasive problems con- 


fronting staff. It will be from a 
combination of the information in 
this testimony and the statistical 
data we are gathering that we will 
develop the fina! recommendations 
for change to improve the con- 
ditions of staff women. 


In order to facilitate our in- 
formation gathering we have been 
working in different task forces 
which, by their title. represent the 
major concerns before the Com- 
mission at this time. The task 
forces are 1) Task Force on Com- 
munications, 2) Task Force on 
Grievance Procedures, 3) Task 
Force on Personnel Procedures 
and 4) Task Force on Working 
Conditions. 


We are presently planning to 
have the final report of this Com- 
mission complete by the end of 
1973. Inthe meantime we hope that 
any staff women with concerns 
which need to be brought to our 
attention will contact Ms. Barry, 
who is chairperson of the Com- 
mission, or any of the Com- 
missioners:

The tests are administered by 
Educational Testing Service and 
the results of the National Teacher 
Examinations are used by many 
large school districts as one of 
several factors in the selection of 
new teachers and by several states 
for certification or licensing of 
teachers.
